Tho Dominion Board of Trade waa 
in BOBBlon at Oltawa last monih. The 
attondanoowaa very largo, and the pro- 
ooedines more than ordinarily import- 
ant Amongst other diBtinguiflhed 
gentlemen who took part..

ooodinge wore ^^/^^^^^^'^^^ 
(MiDiBtorof Finance), Hon S. -L". J-"" 
loy, (Minister of CaetomB), and Hod. 
Alexander Morris (Miniator of Inland 
Eevenue). The grand object of the 
BoMd appears to be the adoption o a 
solid national fiscal policy, evrong ob- 
jection being taken to frequent ohungos 
in the Castoms Tariff, obborato 
and evidently well digeBtod scbemowaB 
submitted to the i3oard, and ^ appea « 
to bavo mot ^vith tavour. The fol- 
lowing is tho substance of tbe scheme 
Areduqtion by one-half o dnties on 
Vol coffee, BDgar and Buoh like necesi, 
Lies of life now uBcd by all, even 
tbo nooroBt, so as to make a cheap 
brealdust table-aa near to a reo 
broakf.Bi table as possible. Ihis clasB 
ot importB is now at the rate oU,h per 
cent, onita value, which is anexgi buan 
rate and entirely too bigb. The cBt.maied 
1089 to the rovonao from this roducUou 
is one million and u half ; the du- 
ties on woollen, cotton and hnen to bo re- 
duced from fifteen to ten per cent, es- 
timated loBHto the revenue from ibis 
rednotion §1,000,000. On tho rest ot 
the fiftaen to ton per cenl list a reduc- 
tion of 2h per cent, or one nxili ; esu- 
mated fosa by this, §500.000. lo 
make up for these roduoiioDB of tho 
revenue the following additions are pre 
posed : A land tax to yield §2.000 OOO 
'"on improved real estate only (and 
exemptiDg''BU land not worth as much 
as ten dollars per aero) ; on land trans- 
fers, §125,000, or one eight of a mil- 
lion, Tho owner of a farm or town lot 
■worth «5,000 would pay just $5 per 
annum land tax, or ai the rale ot one 
mill on tho dollar; Excise on spirits to 
be doubled. Estimated increaso of rev- 
enue from Ibis, S5u0,000, Exciao on 
tobacco and cigara to be increased by 
one half, with increaBe in cnstomBduties 
to balance; estimated increase from this 
§375,000. An export duly ou timber 
and sawn lumber sent abroad^ at tiR- 
nres calculated to yield §1,000,000- 
probably §1 per tbouaaud feet, board 
measare would do. '1 heeo altoralioua as 
recommended tfifectod an increase np- 
proacbiDg §4,000.000 against ft reduc- 
tion of about $3,000,000. It will be 
Reon that while somo ot iheso rccom- 
mondations would bo ndvautageoDS to 
Briliah Columbia, others would bo in- 
imioal to our intorostf. The propoaed 
export lax on aawod lumber, for iu- 
Btanoe, would full rotber heavily upon 
that, to ns.importaot branch of industry. 
Of coarse, with tbo large reduction pro- 
posed to bo mode npun loading articles 
of conbumptioo, lumber could bo more 
cheaply manufnoiurcd ; butBtil! tho lax 
■would injurioualy affect that inlerest. 
The proposed redootions in the oastoms 
duties are of a nature to commend
